HAT are you here for? Is it for the pleasure you get out of Chicago’s geographical situa- 
tion, shopping facilities and amusement attractions—for the -excitement to be found in 


the big crowds, or are you suddenly becoming interested in national politics? 
This is the question I have put to the most prominent women attending the Republican Con- 


vention. 


The fact that women are here in large numbers and are enjoying themselves hugely is apparent 
on every hand, but when I seek a full explanation I encounter one overpowering obstacle. 
If any of the women have an interest in the great issues of the day they don’t dare express 


their opinion—their husbands won’t let them. 
Just why? That is another question. 


Do’ the men fear, in case the women’s tongues be- 
come loosened, so formidable an opponent as to ne- 
cessitate forestalling a serious situation, and are they 
adopting caution as the better part of valor? 

Certain it is that never before in the history of the 
United States have so many women attended, merely 
@s spectators, and most ofethe women of the of- 
ficial circle declare this to be their first view of a 
national convention. 

A tense atmosphere of anticipation has pervaded 
the situation all week. Not that anyone has been 
standing still while waiting—there has been much in- 
formal gayety. A complete “menu” of Chicago 
weather has been served, so that no-one, no matter 
what his taste, could complain ‘of neglect in this 
respect, and every form of spontaneous amusement 
has been indulged in, but always with that feeling 
that they are looking forward to Monday as a red- 
letter day. Many really important personages will be 
here and to those who come to see as well as to be 
seen, the notables are as great attractions as the con- 
vention itself. 


* Longworths and Ethel Roosevelt to Attend.

But our men in official life, as a rule, have not be- 
come accustomed to, nor do they seem tp intend 
to welcome feminine invasion. At least the wives 
of the delegates and officials of this convention 
have been. instructed not to talk too much and “not 
to meddle’’—and strict obedience to these instructions 
is observgd in almost every woman's case. 

Especially rigidly is the order enforced in the C. 
P, Taft household. . Mr. Taft mystifies me—he seems 
t» be everywhere at once. Although I have had oc- 
casion to call at their apartments more than once 
and each time think I have just seem him in an- 
other quarter—invariably the jolly white-bearded gen- 
tleman springs to open the door. He greets everyone 
with enthusiasm and seems constantly in great good 
humor—the source of which is easily understood. He 
presents the casual visitor to his wife and daughter 
and then proceeds to occupy the conversation to their 
exclusion. . 

The Crafty “Charlie” Taft. 

“My wife has an important engagement with her 
dressmaker,” he will state at once... “She doesn't 
care in the least for politics, but like all the other 
women who are here at the convention with their 
husbands, she thinks it a great lark.” e 

And Mrs. Taft, smilingly, in explanation of her 
silence, will add: “You see some newspaper photog- 
rapher took some pictures of me and promised not 
to use them unless they were g0o0d, but the pictures 
appeared anyway.” 

The pretty daughter smiles and says nothing at all, 
while Mr. Taft continues the effort to make you feel 


that you really are the only pergon in the world he 
cares td talk to at the moment. 


Defers to Her Husband. 

Mrs. Elmer Dover, wife of the secretary of the 
convention, also refers her opinions to her husband. 
She is an extremely youthful looking woman and her 
attitude of dependence is, I must say, very becoming 
to her. ' 

“Yes, I think Chicago weather perfectly ideal. 
don’t you, Elmer?” she will say. And, ‘‘Yes, I think 
our little girl deserves all the praise the Chicago pa- 
pers have given her, don't you, Elmer?” and “Do you 
mind. your wife being sketched for the Post-Dis- 
patch?’ while all the time her husband keeps & 
watchful ear on ber remarks. * 
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nent local clubwoman and chairman of the committee 
which is struggling to get a suffrage plank before 
the Resolutions Committee, tells me that there is a 
great deal of lobbying being done among the women 
and that many of the delegates’ wives are attend- 
ing suffragist meetings which are disguised as pink 
teas 

‘Mrs. New and the other women,” she said, “can 
afford to deny that they are pulling wires, or working 
politically. They are of the inner circle and there is 
no use in their declaring themselves openly antag- 
onistic to their husbands’ friends.”’ 


Here’s One Independent Woman. 

Mrs. F. B. Kellogg, wife of the famous “trust bust- 
er,”’ differs from her husband in the choice of presi- 
dential candidates. She leans decidedly toward Knox, 
and she told me that she thought that if women but 
had the opportunity they could show themselves as 
fair gnd level-headed and as capable of governing 
this country as the men. “Men are but grown-up 
boys.”’ 

“Doesn't the incident of the delegates to the State 
Convention from Southern Illinois, who sacrificed his 
own interest and quietly withdrew and caused him- 
self thereby to be lauded as a hero, and to have 
great editorials written in his praise—doesn't that 
prove the man who is straight in politics is the ex- 
ception ?”’ 

But Mrs. Kellogg denies that she is working for her 
beliefs and appearances bear out her statement. She 
arrived in time to obtain one of the most desirable 
suites here at the Annex, overlooking the lake. She 
has her maid and automobile and is entertaining Mrs. 
Howard James of St. Paul. They are a merry pair. 

The first glimpse I had of Mrs. James she was at- 
tired in some sort of carnival costume with a gro- 
tesque mask and was creating an uproar of amuse- 
ment in thelr apartment, in which Mr. Kellogg and 
their other guests joined. 


Mrs. Chairman New—Politician. 

Mrs. New is another woman who is enthusiastic 
about politics. As the wife of the .young chair- 
man of the National Committee and senior resident 
at the G. ©. P. headquarters she has had a great 
deal of responsibility, in that the women have looked 
to her as a sort of social dictator. ~~ 
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ants and I could not help him, even ff I agreed with 
him in all things—which I don’t. 

“I think every woman should be allowed her own 
opinions irrespective of her husband, but as a wife's 
first duty is to her husband in a crisis, and the idea 
of women ever being able to exert the influence here 
in America that they do in England is almost hope- 
less. The women who go in for: politics ovér there 
are women who are born to position, who have held 
a certain position for generations, you might say— 
nothing could disturb public opinion of them. They 
can do ‘whatever they like and are not criticised—and 
then Englishmen’s ideas of chivalry differ so from 
our men. 

“T can’t say that personally I care for the Englisb 
method. The French women have great influence fn 
politics. I like their idea, which translated, means 
that ‘molasses will catch more files than vinegdr.’ 
I think the American woman could have a vast in- 
fluence in this way with her husband, father and 
brother if they were not so deplorably ignorant. The 
average society girl may know the name of the Pres- 
ident of the United States, but that is all. There isn’t 
any reason why we should not all be well informed. 

“No, I do not intend to put my knowledge into 
practice. My chief labor since I came to Chicago 
is in trying not to meddle.” , 


Mrs. Senator Cullom Talks. 

Mrs. Cullom, wife of the Senator, told me practical- 
ly the same thing. 

/*‘Of course I am interested in politics,”’ she said. “I 
would like to see that temperance plank In the plat- 
form. But what can a politician's wife do? She is 
working against her husband’s interests if her views 
are contrary to his. 

“What do you think of the situation? You have 
been about. Do you think there is any hope for suf- 
frage?’ 

The tables were turned on the interviewer, but al- 
though I was under no oath of silence I cannot an- 
swer her question as long as the most influential 
women are so obedient. to their husbands. ' 


Guided by Her Husband. 
Mrs. Wade Ellis, wife of the man who dfafted the

Mrs. Ellis is so Vivacious, so bubbling over with 
animation, that such a promise is far too much to 
ask of her, I think.

Mrs. Lafayette Young, wife of the Des Moines ed- 
itor, is a new arrival on the scene. She is rather 
more experienced in practical politics than most of 
the wives of deiegates. . 

‘‘My interests lie more in business than in affairs 
of state,’ she said to me. “I should not really care 
to vote, but then I believe there are few of the 
right sort of women who care to go toghe pplis with 
the men, and that is the trouble with the suffrage 
movement. The women of families who ought to 
take an interest would not take advantage of their 
opportunity and only the idle ones in search of ex- 
citement would do the voting.”

“Tt is not the artist’s mission today to 
merely paint pictures, to carve statues, 
to work in stained glass, to model clay, 
to decorate walls and to contrive mar- 
vels for the palaces of the rich, not 
merely to belong to the charming mu- 
tual admiration societies called art 
clubs and to dwell aloof as in a world 
apart. But it is the artist’s mission to- 
day to be of the'‘life of his time, to 
joM® not only in the crusade against 
civic corruption, but also in that against 
civic ugliness, to foster not alone civic 
righteousness, but also civic beauty, to 
help in banishing moral obliquity and 
also physical ugliness from the State, 
to struggle not only to bring life and 
fresh air and light, but also beauty 
into the lives of the people.” 

The exhibit of the students’ work, in 
the galleries of the school, was a most 
professional-like exhibit. Especially is 
this true of the crafts and design work. 
The bookbinding is executed with the 
skill of professional binders, and the 
designs show originality in conception 
and artistic finish. 

Students’ Work Creditable. 

The work of the pottery class pos- 
sesses as distinct an individuality as 
does the pottery of the Newcomb or 
Rookwood potteries. The students are 
urged to experiment and try original 
methods of glazing and coloring, while 
original forms and decoration are in- 
sisted upon by the instructor. Frank 
Fuhrmann, 3231 California avenue, and 
Paul Phillips, 5161 Kensington avenue, 
bronze medal students of this class, paid 
for their tuition from the sales of their 
pottery and tiling. 

It has ever been the aim of the dl- 
rector, Prof. Halsey C. Ives, to enable 
the professional, commercial and in- 
dustrial workers to improve the prod- 
ucts of their labor by practicai applica- 
tion of those branches of art most di- 
rectly related to their own particular 
nveds.

Mrs. Mary 
Carlin received a silver medal for her 
very exctllent work in this class, while 
Marguret Barns received second honors 
—a bronze medal. 

Women Sculptors tn America, 

America is the only country where 
women are recognized as sculptors. The 
St. Louis School of Fine Arts can num- 
ber over a dozen women students who 
have won fame and name for them- 
selves in the art of Phidias. Among 
them are the late Harriet Hosmer, who 
Was one of the first women .to gain 
recognition in the plastic art. Miss Clara 
Ffieffer, Miss Florence Scharman, Miss 
“lera Woods and Laura Bryant. The 
young women students of the life 
sculpture class this year followed the 
precedent of former classes and have 
carried off the honors. 

Miss Christine Kiehl, having received 
all the honors of this class, was dg 
clared by the jury of awards “hors con- 
cours,’”” Miss Nancy Coonsman, 6169 Del- 
mar boulevard, and Miss Esther Hult, 
Colton, Ore., received bronze medals; 
Miss Clementine Mengott!, 2323 Whitte- 
more place, honorable mention. 

In the antique sculpture class, Wal- 
ter Thomas was awarded a bronze 
medal; Ewald Froese, 1415 Destrehan 
street, and Harry Wassall, 1418 Pierc2 
street, both students in the night An- 
tique sculpture Class, received honor- 
uble mention. 

In the ceramic decoration class, as 
in the pottery section, the students exe- 
cute practical work and designs, which 
they apply to china.

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A DEMOCRAT. 

In his recent address to the graduates of Kan- 
sas University, Gov. John A. Johnson of Minne- 
sota gave a refreshing exposition of sound Demo- 
cratic doctrine. He advocated constitutional gov- 
ernment as opposed to government by impulse. 
He condemned resort to expedients and emer- 
gency policies at. variance with the Constitution. 
He urged exact obedience to law and the rigid 
enforcement of law. He even had the temerity 
to insist upon the vitality and binding force of 
the principles embodied in the Declaration of In- 
dependence. He declared that these principles, 
although old, are ever true and vital and are al- 
ways applicable to new conditions. He stood 
firm upon the principle of self-government, of 
the free development of man and of society with 
the largest liberty for each consistent with equal 
liberty for all. 

Applying these principles to governmental prob- 
lems, conditions that involve privilege, oppres- 
sion, monopoly, unjust advantage, unequal bur- 
dens, unequal opportunities, must be condemned. 
The Democratic remedy for oppression is not 
more oppression, but freedom. Democracy does 
not substitute for the oppression of monopoly 
either the despotism of socialism or the tyranny 
of paternalism. The Democratic ideal is the es- 
tablishment of justice between the individuals of 
society, leaving them free to work out their own 
salvation, to pursue happiness in their own way. 

In so far as the Democratic party departs from 
this ideal and follows undemozratic policies that 
far does it fall short of its mission and fails in 
its work on the party of liberty. When it com- 
petes with the Republican party in paternalistic 
expedients, or bids for the support of socialists 
by adopting socialistic vagaries its us2fulness is 
impaired. Even if it succeeded in controlling 
the Government its success would be the failure 
of its true function. 

Whether or not the Democratic party will 
grasp its opportunity to fight a great battle for 
Democratic principles and to win a Democratic 
victory, it is gratifying to find a Democratic 
leader who is sound in the faith and is unafraid 
to preach the faith. When the party itself comes 
back to the faith ana proves its fidelity to Demo- 
cratic principles in both its platform and its can- 
didate it will enter upon the path that leads not 
only to victory, but to achievement of the great- 
est value to mankind..

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MINISTER WU’S ALTERNATIVE. 

Minister Wu’s address at the University of Illi- 
nois is a good-natured suggestion that what we 
need in the Pacific is not warships but merchant 
ships, not 12-inch guns and armor plate, “but 
cotton goods and locomotive engines. 

There is much reason in what he says. Our 
Government had the good sense to remit a few 
millions of that Boxer indemnfty and the Chi- 
nese showed their appreciation by announcing 
that hereafter 200 Chinese students would be 
maintained in the United States, to be educated 
in our schools and colleges. It was a good stroke 
of business and will result in a gain which will 
soon bring in more than the plunder we proposed 
by treaty to extort. 

The Celestials prefer trading to fighting. Their 
idea of civilization is not symbolized by the big 
stick, but by the flag of the merchantman, this 
being, according to their notion, the true gospel 
ship bearing a cargo of peace and good will. 

This Chinese gentleman is imbued with true 
Americanism. He brings from heathendom the 
doctrines once delivered to our ancestors by 
Washington and Jefferson and held by all good 
Americans as self-evident truths until 1898, when 
a squalid little war revealed to use that we were 
a world power and ought to prove our power by 
discarding the mollycoddleism of commerce for 
the manliness of war and gore. Our own exiled 
faith comes back to us with an alien majesty, 
in the sentiments of a commencement oration pro- 
nounced by a representative of a nation from 
which no good thing was expected. 

Men of long views will agree. with Minister 
It is better to trade with the Orientals than 
to fight them. Neither the Japanese nor the Chi- 
nese have given any signs of a warlike: disposi- 
tion toward this country, but both have shown 
great eagerness to enter into close commercial re- 
lations with us, There is a sure profit in trade, 
but who can predict the consequences of a war- 
like policy? Are we sure of victory? Ask Kuro- 
patkin and Rojestvensky if Orientals can fight. 

Minister Wu offers a pleasing alternative to the 
big stick. Let us accept it, lest peradventure, the 
club descend upon our own backs. 
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Let’s hope that the California millionairess who 
has just married a Napa Valley rancher won't 
find that she’s been roped in by the cowboy. 
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PROHIBITION AND DEMOCRACY. 

Henry Watterson says: “Nobody can be a 
Democrat and a prohibitionist.” If the venerable 
principles of Democracy mean anything, nobody 
can at the same time advocate personal liberty 
and then undertake to dictate what some other 
man shall or shall not drink. 

A man can be a Democrat and a total abstain- 
er. He can be a Democrat and smoke or not 
smoke. But he cannot without casting aside the 
fundamental Jeffersonian principles, undertake to 
regulate by law another man’s habits or morals 
any more than another man’s religion or tastes, 

In the Southern States where prohibition has 
been adopted it is enforced chiefly as against 
negroes and not against white men. On the 
theory that the negro belongs to an inferior race 
whose duty it is to labor in sobriety to build up 
the white men's civilization, prohibition can be 
enforced on economic grounds, disregarding its 
moral aspect and leaving the white man to do as 
he pleases. 

The system of white men’s clubs, original pack- 
ages by express and drug-store saloons enables 
the white men to regulate the negroes’ habits 
without changing their own, somewhat as they 
regulate the diet and work of the horses and 
mules which are no more indispensable on a 
Southern plantation than is negro labor. 

This is Southern prohibition.

Indeed, brainstorms 
will be at a premium. 

Judas may have been a nice man and Lucretia 
a perfectly lovely lady.

Not an overwhelming vote, mind you, nor a wildly rapturous, yet a keenly 
appreciative vote, all the same. It may be that the very audacity of the thing 
caught New York's fancy. It may be that more people read and chuckle over 
the Cervantes romance these days than one would have dared believe without 
ample confirmatory evidence. Anyway, ‘‘Don Quixote” held his own in the the- 
atrical tourney—and is probably to go into the Southern repertoire for 1998-(9. 

Wherefore we in St. Louis are likely to see him next season. 

PPREHENSIVELY studying the critical comment upon this Sothern- 
. A Shubert foray into medieval satire, the very cockles of my heart were 
warmed by one or two reviews that I encountered. 

These reviews told me taat “Don Quixote’ was not to be baited and har- 
assed with ridicule in New York as, more than once, the original had been in 
his own native Spain. Of coutse, there were some flippant critics who really

Former Official Was Charged 
With Being Accessory 
to Killing.

FRANKFORT, Ky., June 13.—Caleb 
Pawers and Jim Howard are free. The 
men who for nearly a decade fought to 
gain liberty after being charged with 
the assassination of Gov. Goebel, doffed 
their convicts’ stripes today an hour 
after Gov. Augustus E. Wilson, a Re- 
publican, had signed their pardons. 

Powers, whose fight for freedom has 
been the most dramatic in American 
annals, personally thanked the Gover- 
nor in his chamber at the State House. 

Howard was serving a life sentence 
in the Penitentiary under conviction for 
the killing, while Powers was tried re- 
peatedly as an accessory. 

lioward Plans to Preach, 

lioward was notified at the Peniten- 
tiary at once and prepared to take off 
his stripes. He was delighted, but main- 
tained the composure that has marked 
him. .He will probably go to Louisville 
to visit friends for a time and may take 
up work as a prison evangelist. 

Powers, as he walked out of Jail, wag 
but a shadow. He can scarcely walk 
a block without fatigue, 

Once Sentenced to Death. 

Gov. Goebel was assassinated in Janu- 
ary, 1900. Caleb Powers was arrested 
March 10 of that year, on a charge of 
complicity in the crime. The fatal shot 
Was supposed to have come from a win- 
dow in his office. He was tried four 
times, being sentenced to life imprison- 
ment thrice and to death once; the 
date for his execution being fixed. 

When it seemed likely that the Legis. 
lature would seat Goebel, Caleb Powers 
brought to Frafikfort a regiment of 
armed men from his mountain district. 
They. returned before an armed clasii 
resulted. 

Powers Not Present. 

Powers set out for the.capitol with 
@ peaceful body of petitioners Jan. 10. 
Before their arrival Goebel was shot 
down in Capitol Square. He lived barely 
long enough to receive the Governor- 
ship from the Legislature and to insure 
the succession of J. C. W. Beckham, who 
continued Governor until this year. 

Powers has veen fighting with a hal- 
ter around his neck for eight years. 
During all that time he has lain largely 
in the power of his pglitical opponents, 


the’ majority of those who were en- 
gaged in prosecuting him being partisans 


of Goebel. These opponents were sur- 
rounded by a_ horde of witnesses and de- 
tectives and backé@d by the $50,000 re- 


ward fund which the Goebel Democrats 
in the Legislature voted from the pub- 
‘Ne treasury to secure the conviction of 
the murderers. 

His Pardon Held Invalid, 

Powers, at bis preliminary arraign- 
ment, produced a pardon signed by Tay- 
lor, and dated before Goebel's installa- 
tion as Governor. Although such par- 
dons, issued in advance of trial, have 
been upheld by the Kentucky Court of 
Appeals as legal, that produced by 
Powers, was held to be of no effect ana 
was cited by Goebel men as additiona) 
evidence against him, 

Taylor fed to Indiana and suc:essive 
Republican governors of that State re- 
fused to permit his extradition for tria! 
on a charge of being an accessory to the 
Goebel murder. 

Death Penalty Given. 

The third trial was before a jury from 
Bourbon County in August, 1903, and 
this tirae Powers was given the death 
Sentence. The other two trials had re- 
sulted in lifs sentences. The Bourbon 
County jury was Democratic. 

Rigtiteous Act, Says Tayler. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 13,—Ex. 
Gov. William 8. Taylor ef Kentucky 
Wrote this statement when told that 
Gov. Willson had pardoned Caleb Pow- 
ers and Jim Howard: 

“The pardon of Caleb Powers and 
James Howard is a most righteous act. 
Never before In the history of this coun- 
try have two men suffered so much 
“ahd so unjustly.” 

“If I had between $10,000 and $15,000 
that it takes to present my defense in 
one of these trials, and in addition to 
that had the strength and health to 
endure the strain of another one,” said 
Powers, “I never would have made an 
application for pardon, but would have 
jattempted once again to secure my free- 
dom at the hands of a jury.

NEW YORK, June 13.—It was just two 
years ago that Sarah Katen, then 20 


years old, came to this city from Rus- 
sia. She had been trained as a nurse 
and carried her certificate of proficiency 
with her, when she was engaged by Dr. 
William Auspitz on several cases. She 
continued te work for him as a 
nurse in his sanitarium until six weeks 
ago, when she quit his service and told 
the police the physician attacked her 
in the sanitarium last December. She 
had him haled to court on May 20, but 
the young doctor had witnesses who at- 
tacked the young woman’s character 
and the case was dismissed, 
Decoyed Him te Death. 

Calling Dr. Auspitz’s office on the wire 
next day she asked that he ben sent im- 
mediately to 131 West One Hundred and 
Thirty-fifth street, to attend a patient 
who was suffering from appendicitis. 
The Decter was not at home, but his 
assistant made a note of the address, 
and when he returned some hours later 
he informed his chief of the message.

“I then became desperate, and my 
friends told me to go to the courts and 
tell my story. I didn’t have any money 
to get a good lawyer, and the doctor 
came into court, and, oh! he brought 
two men with him who swore against 
me. {t was such a wicked lie that I 
could not believe I heard aright. I was 
not only dishonored, but I had been 
made out in the court to be a bad gir! 
and an untruthful one, and jt was go 
terrible that I did not know what to 
do. 

Does Not Regret Her Act. 

“It was then I went to live in a room 
at the Finkelstein home in 1% Bast 
Thirty-fifth street. That was on April 
27. I felt more lonely, more sorrowful 
than ever before. For days and nights 
I never closed my eyes. 

“One day it came to me how I could 
see the doctor and what I will do. Then 
I got the pistol, and. you know the 
rest.”” 

“Do you regret it now?’ she was 
asked. 

“No, many times no. I may lose my 
life in this country, but I am’ willing 
to pay for what I have done—paying 
with death, for I have proved that I was 
telling the truth to the Judge and to 
the District Attorney and to my friends.

Lowe, perhaps unwi tingly, 
prushed close to Mrs. Weinstein on 
the street, according to Mrs. Houston, 
he precipitated the climax to the ten- 
sion that had existed since Lowe kill- 
ed her father. All the time the 
thought of venge egnne had possessed 
the mind of Mrs. einstein. The con- 
viction that she should kill him had 
a upon her.

It was just before the shooting that 
Lowe passed her on the streét. 

“That man passed me again on the 
street, mother,” she said, when she 
went heme. “He almost brushed against 
me. It seems to me as if I cannot 
stand it.’”’ 

Mother Tried to Calm Her. 

Her mother tried to calm her, but 
she took the old family revelver from 
the drawer, where it had reposed for 


yéars, and, slipping away, she started 
up the street. On the way she met 
her brether-in-law, Isadore Weinstein, 
and asked him te accompany her. She 
asked him to carry her parasel when 
they neared the point where Mr. Lowe 
was standing 

She opened her handbag and drew 
forth the revolver. The boy tried to 
seize it. She shifted it from her left 
hand to her right and fired. The boy 
tere her waist in his frantic efforts to 
prevent the tragedy. 

Lowe started to run and Mrs. Wein- 
stein fired again, but Isadore struck 
her arm and the bullet went wild. Lowe 
drew his own revolver, but when he 
saw it was a woman who had shot him 
he returned it to his pocket and walked 
into a drug store. 

Killed Near Scene of Old Tragedy. 

Whether by chance or design she had 
shot the slayer of her father within 
a few feet of the spot where Houston 
fell. 

Mrs. Weinstein complains of pub- 
lished statements that she has been 
prostrated since the tragedy. 

‘It doesn’t look as if I had hysterics,”’ 
she asked. 

Mrs. Housten says neither she nor 
any member of the family knew what 
was the mission of Mrs. Weinstein when 
she left the house. 

“IT would not have allowed my little 
girl to take the revolver from the 
house if I had known,”’ she said. 

Her explanation of her daughter's act 
is simple and significant. 

“He killed her father,’’ 
“and I have no sons.”’

as though liberty had come through the 
decision of the average jury. 

“I am going home to my poor old 
mother, and will remain with her a few 
weeks at least. As to my future plans, 
if my health is sufficiently recovered 
to do it by the first of September, I will 
resume the practice ef law at Barbours- 
ville. Don’t mention politics to me.”’ 

Sees Will of People. 
Gov. Willson stated, in the pardon it- 
self, that three times the Court of Ap- 
peals reversed the Powers conviction, 
and on the fourth trial ten of the jurors 
voted for-his acquittal and asked his 
pardon. The Governor says that he does 
not believe Powers guilty and therefore 
pardons him in accordance with the de- 
sire, he believes, of nearly all of the 
people of Keutucky. 

In alluding to the early prosecution of 
Powers, Gov. Willson says: 

“Every clue and rumor Were eagerly 
seized upon and followed up with all of 
the energy that horror of crime and 
personal devotion could inspire, and all 
sorts and kinds of men, good and bad, 
honest and dishonest, and harpies at- 
tracted by reward, joined in the man 
hunt. The brothers of William Goebel, 
devotedly attached to his memory, made 
it the chief end of their lives to punish 
the criminal and in that they had the 
sympathy of every good man and wom- 
an.”’ 
After reviewing the extraordinary sit- 
uation in which Kentucky found itself 
with the people divided into hostile fac- 
tions over the noted case, with al its 
features of political strife and hatred, 
the Governor continues: 

Governor Was Impartial. 
“I have considered the cases regard- 
less of my personal wishes, sympathy 
or first impressions, and wholly in the 
light of truth and right. I neither seek 
to avoid criticism nor win praise. But 
I am reverently thankful that it has 
come to pass that I should be the in- 
strument of justice and mercy, as God 
has given me to see my duty and 
know the right, and my faith is that 
peace and neighborly feeling and an end 
to these troubles will come. 
“I grant Caleb Powers a full and un- 


: conditional pardon for the offense with 


which he stands charged and a restora- 
tion to all his rights of citizenship and 
order that he be forthwith released 
from Jail. My reason for granting a 
pardon is that I am firmly convinced 
that he is, beyond al! reasonable doubt, 
innocent of the crime charged against 
him, and that any further prosecution 
against him for the crime charged 
would be a great wrong and against 
the peace and well being of the com- 
monwealth. 
Youtsey the Real Slayer. 

“In the trial of Youtsey, the State 
contended earnestly for a verdict in 
hat he fired the fatal shot, and my

Summer Garden Submerged, 
In the Gabaret Slough is the summer 
garden of Andrew Lovaz. In dry weath- 
er he had a dancing pavilion and hotel 
several hundred yards from the river 
bank. The pavilion is submerged and 
the. water is filling the house. He 
Was compelled yesterday to move his 
furniture out. , 
The water intake at the Chain of 
Rocks is in the middle of the river. 
In dry weather the intake tower stands 
out of water like a statue. Now the 
tower is submerged almost to the top. 
Chouteau Island is no more. Where 
it was is simply a tumbling waste of 
yellow water. 
Twelve miles above Eads Bridge the 
river is three miles wide, running bank 
full and causing all sorts of destruction. 
The wash of the river is cutting away 
acres of the farms on the Illinois shore. 
Great green-topped trees have 
roots washed from under them and top- 
ple into the river with a splash and 
float down stream. Then the fields be- 
gin to go, wheat and corn are wiped 
away slowly , row by row. 
Opposite the mouth of the Missouri 
on the Illinois shore of the Mississip- 
pi is a river light. It is a great 
Square lantern fastened to a tree and 
reached by a ladder from the ground. 
In ° ordinary stages of water the 
light can be seen from a great dis- 
tance up the Missouri. The tree to 
which it is fastened stands on a bank 
20 feet above the water. The lamp is 
15 feet from the foot of the tree. The 
Post-Dispatch boat floated close to 
the lamp. 
The terrible surge of waters is felt 
where the rivers come together. 
As the Mississippi comes down there 
is a gentle sweep, but where the Mis- 
sourl pours info it there is a fierce 
sweep of turbid water across the 
stream that is of sufficient power to 
almost swamp a 30-foot power boat 
trying to cross the current. 
The drift is down the Missouri, or 
Western shore. There is a steady 
stream of dead trees dragged from 
the beds of dry streams and green- 
topped live ones. Dead animals, the 
refuse of farms, green crops wrested 
from fields and all are swept along, 
he river is so great the drift makes 
hardly any impression on its broad 


boson. 
Clabhouses Are Awash. 


Opposite St. Louis below the Mer- 
chants Bridge the water reaches in- 
land ih a succesion of lakes and 
bayous that are bewildering. Fishing 
clubs are awash to the tops of their 
windows. 
Brighton Park, a 
south of the Merchants Bridge, be- 
longing to Frank Hall, who lives in 
a house boat with his family of six 
children, is all under water.

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LABOR HAS ONE 
BEPRESENTATIV 
N GRAND JUR 
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Jury Commissioner Seaman 
Comments on Complaint 
That It Is Excluded. 





A complaint by a writer in the Peo- 
ple’s Column of. the Post-Dispatch that 
organized labor is never represented in 
the personnel of St. Louis grand juries 
Was answered Saturday by Jury Com- 
missoner Amos L. Seaman, who. ex- 
plained the system of selecting grand 
juries. 

In the first place, Mr. Seaman says, 
names of 600 men, who are to serve as 
grand jurors, are selected every four 
years from the general jury list. Each 
Circuit Judge has the privilege of pick- 
ing out an equal number of names, and 
it is discretionary with him who shal! 
be selected. 

The judges choose men known to 
them, and usually these are professiosal] 
or business men. There is, said Mr. 
Seasan, no desire to discriminate 
against labor.. He referred to the fact 
that there is a printer, Wallace W. 
Cato, 1707A Goode avenue, on the June 
grand jury. 


Chance Selects Them. 
The names of the grand jurors, 


ten..on separate slips of paper, are 
placed in a wheel. When a jury is 
drawn by the Commissioner it is wit- 
nessed by two circuit judges designated 
for the purpese by the judges in gen- 
eral term. The Commissioner draws a 
a name out and passes it to the judges 
without looking at the name. The men 
80 drawn are the ones summoned for 
grand jury work. 

“Neither I nor the judges have any 
power to reject a name drawn out of 
the wheel,”” the Commissioner stated. 
“As an illustration, the first name 
drawn by me for the June grand jury 
Was that of my uncle, who did not 
want to serve, because he is going te 
Europe. I had no right to release him, 
and he was summoned for service with 
the rest of the jurors. But he did not 
get on the grand jury.” 

The drawing of the June grand jury 
was witnessed by Judges Reynolds and 
Sale. It is composed of five insurance 
men, a wholesale liquor dealer, two 
lumber dealers, a paint contractor, a 
real estate dealer, a secretary of a 
printing company and a compositor.

Only Passage of Ordinance 
for New Asylum Contract 
Now Needed. 





With $5,500,000 available as a result of 
last week’s bond sale, the city will have 
ample funds with which to prosecute 
public improvements, including the free 
bridge, new municipal buildings and 
hospitals, authorized by the taxpayers 
in June, 1906. 

No further issuance of bonds will be 
necessary for a year, Comptroller Player 
says, although only about half the total 
amount authorized—$11,200,000—have been 
sold. 

The half million of free bridge bonds 
will defray the cost of all the work and 
material that can be put into that un- 
dertaking this year. The $3,000,000 that 
remains to be raised will. probably be 
realized all at once, so that the pur- 
chase of approaches and that the con- 
struction of the bridge proper may pro- 
ceed without any waiting for money. 

All the money that is to be put into 
the new Insane Asylum and additional 
hospitals is on hand. The only delay in 
these buildings is that due to the dis- 
agreement as to plans. Physicians and 
others advocate a group of buildings 
rather than a big, central building for 
either the new hospital or the asylum, 
which ig advocated by the Board of 
Health. 

The bills authorizing the contracts are 
now in shape for the Municipal Assem- 
bly.. The asylum will cost $1,000,000 and 
the hospitals $800,000. 


Land to Be Condemned. 


These improvements undoubtedly wilt 
be the first completed, both because 
they are the most pressing and because 
there is to be condemnation of land on 
which to locate them. 

In the case of the Municipal buildings 
that are to stand on the two blocks be- 
tween Clark avenue and rket street, 
Thirteenth and Fourteen streets, the 
city will have to walt for the Court's 
decision on the award made to owners 
of the property by a commission. The 
price which the commissioners fixed on 
the land was $975,354, but some of the 
owners Rave demanded more than was 
allowed them. Whenever the Court af- 
firms the commission's award, the city 
will begin to wreck the buildings which 
are now standing on the property. 

Plans for the municipal buildings are 
being drawn by a commission of archi- 
tects appointed by Mayor Wells. Isaac 
Taylor is the chief architect. The plans 
will be ready by September. 


King’s Highway Exteraston. 

Land for the extension of King's high- 
way boulevard, both north and south 
from its present termini, is being con- 
demned. This will take severa] months. 

The city’s share of the cost—g500,009— 
has been obtained through the sale of 
the bonds last week. 

New sewers now being projected will 
require all the money on hand-for that 
purpose. In some cases land wil] have 
to be condemned, but. construction will 
hardly halt until there ig enother sale 
of bonds next year. 

As the city has recently aé¢quired sey- 
eral parks and playgrounds, and is about 
to purchase the Old Fair Grounds, it ts 
felt that there is no hurry for addi- 
tional land for that purpose. The Fire 
Department has $130,000 to meet its 
needs for a year. 

Bridges and viaducts across the rajl- 
roads at King’s highway and other 
points may be built with the money 
which the city has at its command. This 
work will not be undertaken for a 
year or more.

SHOW MAN FILES SUIT 





Company Raises Saloon Man’s 
Bill 100 Per Cent and 
He Uses Gasoline. 





After paying more than $10,000 into the 
treasury of the electric light companies 
in the last 10 years, Gerhardt Kreinbaum 
constituted himself, in view of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly's delay in creating one, 
a public service commission of one to 
solve hig own lighting problem. As the 
results of his efforts, he is growing rich- 
er by $88 every month, while he has five 
times fis former efficiency in illumina- 
tion. 

Mr. Kreinbaum is proprietor of the A. 
B. C. bar, at 110 North Broadway. A 
few years ago his electric light bills got 
to running up as high as $150 a month. 
He then got a flat rate of $100 a month 
from the Laclede Power Co, 

When that contract expired, a few 
months ago, Mr. Kreinbaum estimated 
that a meter service, at present Union 
Electric rates, would cost him between 
$200 and $300 a month. 

He then created his lighting commis- 
sion, being himself chairman, secretary 
and expert. He went to Chicago and 
found that many of the biggest saloons | 
were making a gasoline light, in many 
respects superior to electric light at 
one-tenth the cost. ) 

Uses Gasoline Now, 

Mr. Kreinbaum put in the system and 
thereby became entirely independent of 
Union Electric. His lighting service 
now costs him $12 a month, as against 
his flat rate of $100 a month, which is 
less than he could get electric sérvice 
for now. 

“One of my gasoline lights,” said Mr. 
Kreinbaum, ‘gives me more illumination 
than five are lamps. I can make my 
place so light that I can find a penny i 
the darkest corner. 

“It was simply a question with me 
of getting cheaper light or going out of 
business. I have been a big consumer 
of electricity and I have paid out fully 
$10,000 for illumination in 10 years, and 
possibly more. 

“I am a business man, but I could 
not get ‘business-like treatment from 
Union Electric. The company is al- 
ways right, the consumer always wrong. 
You cannot reason with: people like 
that. I got tired of dancing to Union 
Electric’s fiddle. 

“‘When I close my place at night I can 
g0 away satisfied that tnere are no 
loaded wires that might get crossed and 
cause a fire. My gasoline lights are 
cleaner and better than electric lights, 
and they are absolutely sate. If have 
my gasoline tank in the alley. All 
that I have to do is to fill the tank 
with gasoline and start the lights.’’ 

Seventy Per Cent Increase. 

A. Rosenberg of 2304 South Broadway 
is paying 70 per cent more for electric- 
ity under a contract dated October last 
than he was under contracts in effect 
prior to that time. Mr. Rosenberg’s 
rate was increased from 6.4 cents, net, 
a kilowatt hour, to 12 cents a kilowatt 
hour, with 5 per cent discount. 

Under a contract dated in 190 he got 
electricity at 7 cents net. The result 
of the increase is shown in Mr. Rosen- 
berg’s bills, although the high rate he 
now has is not the November schedule. 

In November, 1906, Mr. Rosenberg 
paid $14 for electric light and his bill 
for November, 1907, under the increased 
rate, was $23.68. His bill for Decem- 
ber, 1906, was $14.07, and for December, 
1907, it was $22.08. Other months have 
shown corresponding increases under 
the higher rate. 

“T went to see William R. Johnson, 
the contract agent of Union Blectric,”’ 
said Mr. Rosenberg, “and asked him 
how, on the showing made by my bills, 
the company could afford to advertise 
that it had reduced its rates to con- 
sumers. Mr. Johnson said perhaps I 
was using more light. I know that I 
am not using as much light as I did 
under the old contracts, for I close my 
store earlier in the evening. 

Had to Make Moagey,. 

“Johason finally told me that the 
company had to make some money 
mow and that was why it had in- 
creased the rates, 

“Up to last fall the Laclede Power 
Co. had solicited my business. When 
my contract expired I went to the La- 
clede and offered it my business. I 
was told that I was too late, as the 
company was about to consolidate with 
Union Electric, and would not — 
me a lower rate than it did.”

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UN BAKERY BILL 


Council Measure Provides for 
Sanitary Regulation of 
Bread Manufactories. 





Cleanliness and healthfulness in the 
bakeries of St. Louis are the objects 
of a bill on which the Council’s Com- 


- mittee on Legisiation will hold a pub- 


lic hearing ‘Tuesday afternoon. 

The measure was prepared by the 
Health Department after the results 
of a general inspection by State Fac- 
tory Inspector Sikes were recounted 
in the Post-Dispatch last winter. At 
that time many bakers objected to the 
requirement for a medical examina- 
tion of their employes at regular in- 
tervals, 

In the present bill this provision 
has been modified so that such ex- 
aminations are to be made at least 
once a year, and at such additional 
times as the Health Commissioner 
deems necessary. 

Certain prohibitions against the 


manufacture of bread and candy in 
unsanitary basements, the presence of 
animals in bakeries and the employ- 
ment of persons ident ds from con- 
tagious diseases are included in the 
Rew bill, as in the last. Bakers have 
not objected to those features, 
‘ Health Commissioner Bond has 
urged the passage of a bill giving 
him authority to inspect bakeries and 
punish those who violate the rules of 
health and hygiene. It is expected 
that the Assembly will fulfill his re- 
quest,

HOUSE COMBINE 
ON UTILITY BLL 


Leaders in Opposition to Regu- 
lation Displeased Over the 
Council Agreement. 


PREPARED TO FIGHT 
They Are Seeking Votes 
Among Minority and Are 
Expected to Delay Action.

Dissension that promises 
open hostility has arisen in the 
bine’ of the House of Delegates as a 


result of a committee’s agreement with 
the Council on the subject of a public 
service commission. 

Leaders fn the opposition to any regu- 
lation of public utilities are Delegates 
Priesmeyer, Warner, W. J. Brennan, 
Tobin and Gallagher. They are dis- 
pleased because, instead of having dis- 
covered and urged some insurmounta- 
ble obstacle to prevent concurrence in a 
bill, the House’s special committee 
yielded and pledged the combine to a 
compromise. 

This committee was headed by Dele- 
gate Hussey. His associates were Dele- 
gates Tirre and J. T. Brennan. Bren- 
nan, however, did not attend any of 
the conferences, so that the work of ex- 
ecuting the combine’s plan of proposing 
to the Council suggestions which were 
sure to be rejected, fell to Tirre and 
Hussey. 

Tirre Aids in Plan. 

Tirre proved a friend of regulation 
and co-operated with the Council's con- 
ferees. Hussey made various demands 
which were promptly met by the Coun- 
cij’s representatives. He then grudging- 
ly assented to the creation-of a commis- 
sion by Mayor Wells and the Municipal 
Assembly. 

Now the leaders of the combine are 
attempting to commit all its members 
to policy of delay or open hostility 
when the bill reaches the House. There 
is a disposition on the part of several 
—notably Tirre, Schell and Sachse—to 
dissent from any such program. 

They feel that the House has been 
Pledged to regulation by the special 
committee’s acceptance of the compro- 
mise bill. They are disinclined to tn- 
cur the unpleasant task of explaining 
to their constituents an adverse attitude 
toward the bill and probably will not 
be persuaded by Warner, Priesmeyer 
and Brennan. 

Priesineyer Is Powerful. 
Priesmeyer is still .a powerful force 
in the combine, despite his withdrawal 
from various committees on which hef 
was a member last session.

‘“*We teach variety in food and the art 
of making up attractive meals, but we 
can‘t make the girls follow this teach- 
ing after they leave us. 

“IT suppose it happens frequently that 
men begin to get fleshier after mar- 
riage. This may sometimes be due to 
food, sometimes to the fact that the man 
is more contented and worries less after 
he is married. Also, it may be true 
that the age at which men marry is apt 
to be about the age at which men nat- 
urally begin to broaden out, physically. 
‘“T don’t think cooking school teachers 
are so far to blame that they need feel 
guilty when they see a young husband 
who has grown fat.

Following are some of the innova- 
tions that may be expected if Cochems’ 
program goes through: 

Abolition ef the hammer throw, for 
ail meetings. 
- Reduction of the 120-yard high hur- 
dies to 100 yards and the 220-yard hur- 
dies to 120 yards, for interscholastic 
meetings. 

Reduction of the time of. halves for 
interscholastic football championship 
games from 35-minute periods to 20 
and 2 minutes. 

Establishing auxiliary ‘A: A. U. com- 
mittees from clubs represented, said 
committees having the right to recom- 
mend, but not to vote. 

Barring fromm membership in the A. 
A. U. all applicants for membership 
who smoke cigarettes. 

There are other matters which the 
Cochems sickle of reform will cut 
down, but they are of lesser import- 
ance. 

Boosts First HKegiment Club. 

The Caesar of the local. football 
world led up te the reform idea after 
he had extolled the merits of the new 
First Regiment athletic club, of which 
he is the moving spirit. Friday night 
the regiment athletic promoters held a 
meeting, and that it was successful 
was proven by his statement that out, 
of two companies alone 25 competent 
athletes were secured.

“Athletics need a lot of reforming 
out here, as well as booming, continued 
Cochems. Especially is this true of the 
interscholastic games of today. Too lit- 
tle allowance is made for the difference 
in strength and endurance between high 
school performers and mature club and 
college athletes. 

“For example, such events as the 
hammer throw have no place in a pro- 
gram for boys. At best this is purely 
a men’s event when the small hammer 
is used. 

- “Besides the hammer throw the two 
hurdles ought to be cut down. It is

“I intend to try to have’ these re- 
forms brought up for consideration by 
the A. A. U. 

“The hammer throw I am going to 
abolish from all my meetings. It should 
be abolished by the A. A. U. It is un- 
interesting to watch and the most dan- 
gerous event in athletics today. 


Spert Has Caused Deaths. 

“Several deaths have resulted from 
inaccuracy in throwing this missle and 
on one occasion a prominent athlete 
threw the 16 pounds of metal through 
a hole in a fence, crushing the skull 0) 
a spectator who had been _ peeping 
through. Furthermore, it racks the body 
terribly and does. not serve well the 
purpose of all athletics—the general up- 
building of the muscles. 

“It’s as much a barbarism as the old 
tug-of-war, now happily obsolete, and 
nothing like as pretty or effective as 
the discus throw. 

“Going back to the interscholastic ath- 
letes, another improvement I will adyo- 
cate is in regard to interscholastic foot- 
ball. This is a real man’s game, to start 
with, and to expect youngsters to play 
on the same basis as the mature men of 
our colleges is exacting too much of 
nature, in my opinion. The new rules 
make the time of halves for intercol- 
legiate championships 35 minutes. Now 
that’s 15 minutes too long for young- 
sters of 16 and 17 years to,go. These 
youngsters are too willing and will kill 
themselves if let alone. They should be 
taken in hand and made to play a saner, 
less strenuous game, at least in point of 
duration. 

Down With Cigarettes. 
“Another thing I intend te broach, and 
you will probably think me more or less 
insane, is an anti-cigarette crusade by 
the A. A. U. Refuse membership to all 
athletes who smoke cigarettes and take 
away from those already in if caught at 
it. This habit is bad for any athlete and 
is fataf to his wind. Not only that, but 
it undermines his whole system and it is 
for the good of athletics as well as for 
the individual that this is\ proposed. — 
“We are considering a new plan here 
which we think will promote interest in 
A. A. U. affairs and that is to appoint 
a committee from each club in each dis- 
trict to co-operate with the regular 
board members of the district in the af- 
fairs of the A. A. U. while such com- 
mittees could only recommend and not 
vote. It would be a better way to get 
the . general feeling of the district on 
any. proposition.”’ 

Cochems is one of the most ontaiati 
astic followers of athletics ever in an 
executive position here and his sugges- 
tions will certainly receive considera- 
tion, Of those he advances there is not 
one but would help athletics if adopt-

MACHINERY INTACT 
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Object of Test Is to Determine 
Effectiveness of New 
Bulkheads. 








FORT MONROE, Va., June 13.—Not a 
man of the crew of the monitor Florida 
left his post today when, as a test of 
the effectiveness of a new bulkhead, a 
giant torpedo of the most powerful 
Whitehead type was fired into the ves- 
sel, 

The explosion, the shower of steel and 
water, and the belching of smoke that 
followed the shot was like an eruption 
of Vesuvius. Momentarily stunned, the 
men as soon as they had gained their 
feet gave their attention to the pumps 
and by vigorous work managed to keep 
the monitor from touching bottom, two 
feet or less under the keel of their ves- 
sel, 

Naval officials declare that the test 
was entirely satisfactory. Only the spe- 
cially constructed bulkhead cempart- 
ment, 12 feet square, was penetrated by 
the torpedo, wilich apparently explode 
immediately upon contact. ; 


Engineroom Not Damaged. 
Although the compartment aimed at 


was just forward of the boiler room, no 
damage was done to the boilers or en- 
gine, and the leakage into the dynamo 
rooms was not serious. The explosion 
did not interfere with the steam ap- 
paratus, which was in action, but put 
out of commission, temporarily, the 
electrically equipped dummies in the 
bridge and boiler rooms and extin- 
guished the searchlight. 

Following the test, Chief Constructor 
Capps declared that the ship, with full 
steam up at sea, could sustain a like 
attack on the opposite side and still be 
in condition to do battle. The vessel, he 
said, was in condition to have made her 
way back to dock without assistance 
had this been desired.

will be a guide to the building of the 
watertight compartments of the Dread- 
naught type of warships, the North Da- 
kota and Delaware, now partially com- 
pleted, and of the Florida and those au- 
thorized at the last session of Congress. 
The method of firing was such as 
to. insure accuracy. To prevent deflec- 
tion, the torpedo was sent under water 
along a trolley wire connecting the fir- 
ing float with the monitor, 400 feet 
away. 

This method differs somewhat from 
that followed by the English in their 
similar tests with the Belle Isle, on 
which occasion a torpedo was lashed 
alongside the specially constructed bulk- 
head compartment and discharged elec- 
trically by officers stationed on a ves- 
sel a considerable distance away. 

In addition .to ascertaining the effect 
of the torpedo exploding beneath the 
ship, in the experiment with the Belle 
Isle in 1908, there was a desire to test 
the value of cellulose as a means of 
preventing the rush of water into the 
ship “after the penetration of the hull, 
the contention being that cellulose, 
tightly ramed, offers resistance to in- 
rushing water and yet will not expand 
to a sufficient extent to burst open 
the inside of the veasel. 


Cellulose Blown Out, 
In the Belle Isle compartment fired 
at, a quantity of cellulose was tightly 
rammed, rendering it practically solid. 
Unofficial reports of the explosion, how- 
ever, were to effect that portions of the 
cellulose was hurled into the air and 
it was apparent that a portion of the 
specially constructed compartment 
packed with this material was blown 
out, 
Today’s test was made at Pine Beach, 
off the Jamestown Exposition grounds, 
in about fifteen feet of water, the Flor- 
ida drawing about thirteen and a half 
feet. It was the second for the month 
within a very short time, the former 
being two weeks ago, when a shell was 
fired at the eleven-inch armor on the 
forward turret and others at a fight- 
ing mast. 
Twenty pounds of guncotton com- 
rised the explosive charge carried 
y the torpedo. Guncotton is a pow- 
erful explosive, but the hope of the 
officials was that the damage it. 
might do would be absorbed locally, 
thus insuring the practical stability 
of the remainder of the vessel’s water- 
tight compartments. This hope was 
realized, it is claimed. 

Scene Is Spectacular. 
The scene was most spectacular as 
the torpedo hit the vessel just about 
midships and fiur feet below. the 
water line. A great column of water, 
estimated at 200 feet in height and 
°# feet in width, was hurled into the 
air,

The torpedo. gathered speed as it 
progressed along its course and struck 
home, rocking the vessel as though 
there had been a collision with an- 
other craft. A thorough inspection of 
the lower portion of the monitor was 
at once begun by ordnance and other 
officials. 

Secretaries Metcalf and Taft and 
Postmaster-General Meyer also went 
aboard the Florida,in the lauwnch 
Wahneta and locked at the incidental 
damage on the fittings about the deck 
of the ship caused by the shock. They 
then returned to the Mayflower, which 
later left for Washington. 

The Mayflower was engaged for 
some time in wireless telegraphing, 
presumably with Washington. 

Secretary Taft confessed that the 
damage from the explosion was not 
as great as he had expected. The ship 
appeared uninjured in her vital parts. 

The test Was witnessed at close 
range by Secretaries ‘Metcalf. Taft 
and Postmaster-General Meyer, half a 
hundred army and navy officers and a 
few of their women-relatives. The 
Cabinet officers and ali of the official 
observers, together with the official 
experts, boarded the Florida immedi- 
ately after the attack.

On the day when he said these words 
to his pretty bookkeeper, Mrs. Nellie 
McCarty, the business troubles of E. 
E. Henry, manager of the C. E. Henry's 
Sons Co., livestock dealers, commenced. 

Yesterday hé was dismissed from the 
National Livestock Exchange in . East 
St. Louis, after being fined $500 on a 
charge of giving rebates to his cus- 
tomers. 

Mrs. McCarty furnished much of the 
evidence on which this action was taken, 

The expulsion from the Exchange af- 
fects Mr. Henry as an indfvidual and 
not the company with which he is con- 
nected. 

After a disagreement between Henry 
and his brother, Jesse Henry, last No- 
vember, Jesse withdrew | from the com- 
pany and organized a rival concern. 

FPinnned to Geo to Brother. 

E. EB. Henry found that copies of lists 
of his customers were being made in 
his office and he held Mrs. McCarty 
responsible for the leak of his records. 
When he found that she intended to 
go to work for his brother’s rival con- 
cern he attempted to prevent her from 
doing so by obtaining a count injunction 
on the ground that she was under con- 
tract to work for him another year. 

In this he failed, and Jan. 1, 1907, Mrs. 

. McCarty entered the service of the firm 
* of Henry & McBride, of which Jesse 
Henry is the head. 

There was keen rivairy between the 
brothers... When E. Ey Henry discharged 
Monrée’ Dawson, ‘@ buyer, Dawson went 
before the directors ofthe Live Stock 
Exchange and told them that E. E. 
Henry, hat! been giving rebates to his 
customers, and had been overcharging 
them on their bills for feed. 

“I can prove it by Mrs. McCarty,’’ he 
said. Forma! charges were preferred, 
and Mrs. McCarty was summoned as a 
witness. 

She testified that the books of Henry’s 
company showed that he had at times 
allowed rebates to customers, amount- 

_ {ng to $2 a car on hogs and $3 a car on 
- eattle, in violation of the Fules of the 
exchange. | : 

“The books also showed that he 
charged customers with more feed than 
he actually bought,” she testified. 

Te Demand Rehearing. 

“I am entitled to a rehearing and I 
will demand it,’ said Henry to a Post- 
Dispateh reporter last night. Business 
rivalty is behind it. I never gave re- 
bates and I never overcharged my cus- 
tomers for feed. — 

“Bs to the alleged rebating, I ex- 
pidined that fully at the hearing. Fre- 
quently customers, who came to the 
yards without much money, would not 
sell their livestock as quickly as they 
expected to and would be stranded. I 
would advance them money for meals 
and lodging. This was purely a_per- 
sonal matter, It -was entered on the 
books of the company as a sort! of ex- 
pense account. I didn't consider that 
it ‘Was rebating. 


Explains Feed Bilis. 
“The charge that I made my custom- 
ers pay for more feed than I bought 
arose in this way: Frequently hogs or 
cattle shipped to’ me would be lost or 
go astray. The Stockyards company 
was responsible for them. Instead ef 
paying me in money, the company 
would give me feed to the amount of 
the loss.

William Riley, 75, Retires 
After Building 50 Miles 
of Sewers. 





BUILT FORTS IN WAR 





Scarred and Battered, Former 
City Employe Still Has 
Great Strength. 





William Riley, 75 years old, of 3624 
West Pine boulevard, who has just re- 
tired as a sewer inspector and bricklay- 
er, estimates that in his 38 years of ac- 
tive service he personally build 50 miles 
of sewers in St. Louis. He calculates 
that he has laid 3000 bricks a day on an 
average, which would raise his total 
for the 38 years to the sum of more than 
95,000,000 bricks, or almost one brick for 
every person living in the United States 
at the time of the Civil War. 

For a man who has breathed sewer 
gas so many years, Riley is astonising- 
ly healthy. His complexion is ruddy, 
and his massive frame indicates great 
strength. He will spend his remaining 
days with his seven children and i7 
grandchildren. 


' Faced Death Several Times. 

Several times during his career he 
faced death from. falling bricks and 
stones, and from being buried alive. A 
dent in his left temple is a memento 
of the dangers he underwent and of the 
hardiness with which-he faced them. A 
brick fell on him while he was working 
at the bottom of a sewer. 

. “It didn’t hurt much,” he said to a 
Post-Dispatch — reporter. “It merely 
knocked a piece of bone loose. I went 
on working, and I took the fragment of 
bone out myself a few days later, when 
it began to tickle me. 

“The worst knock I ever got was when a 
block of granite fell upon my head, 
crushing it down between my feet, while 
I wes laying bricks in a sewer at St. 
_ Alphonsus street and Windsor place. 
The granite fell 12 feet from the street 
above. I lost only ove day’s work on 
account of it, though I was struck un- 
conscious. I revived as soon as a com- 
panion bore me out into the air. 

“anese are not the only bumps I got. 
There are a8 many cuts on my head as 
there are paupers in the Poorhause. 

“Once I escaped a cave-in so narrowly 
that my feet and legs were covered with 
earth as I dragged myself to a place of 
safety in a sewer. 

* Bidei ved by One Second. 

‘I happened to look up, and saw the 
earth cracking right over my head. [{ 
dropped my trowel and ran with all my 
might. A second of delay and I should 
have been buried under tons of dirt. 
That was my narrowest escape.”’ 

Ritgy learned his trade in Manches- 
ter, England, and came to St. Louis 
because his father, who looked at the 
town with a prophetic eye in 1849, said 
it would eventually be the best place in 
the world for workingmen. Bricklaying 
above ground was slack when the young 
man arrived in St. Louis 10 years later,

Lambert Doesn’t Like Condi- 
tions Under Which Berlin 
Contest Will Be Heid.

The new balloon, St}. Louis No. 2, 
which Lieut. Frank P. Lahm, U. 8. A., 
will sail in the international balloon 
races at Berlin Oct. 11, will be equipped 
in up-to-date fashion, according to Al- 
bert B. Lambert. Mr. Lambert is one 
of a committee of three appointed by 
the St. Louis Aero Club to furnish Lieut. 
Lahm. with whatever sort of air-sailing 
craft he _ prefers. Messrs. Frank D. 
Hirschberg and L. D. Dozier are the 
other members of the committee. 

Lieut. Lahm will have a cotton bal- 
‘oon with a capacity of 80,000. cubic feet 
of gas,”’ Mr. Lambert said. 

“Instead of taking oxygen gas with 
him in heavy metdl tubes for use in case 
an altitude greater than 4500 meters is 
reached, Lieut. Lahm will have a ‘blow- 


|er’ on the side of his basket. The ‘blow; 


er serves the purpose of pumping air 
into the gas bag, thereby filling the bal- 
loof and preventing an expansion of 
gas. By this means Lieut. Lahm can 
keep his balloon at a lower level than 
he could otherwise. Le Blane and Mix, 
the French areohauts, used a blower on 
their balloon !ast vear and to it they 
attribute much of their success in flying 
so far. 


Basket T.tned With Cork. 
“Another important equipment 
Lieut, Lahm will have will be the lin- 
ing of his basket, which will be a 


new preparation on the order of grat- 
ed cork. - Fhis material will float 30 
times its own weight. The amount 
Lahm will use will support 900 
pounds in water. In case of need this 
lining can be stripped from the bas- 
ket and used as ballast. 

“More complications are possible 
from an aeronatic standpoint in the 
coming ruce at Berlin than were pos- 
sible here in St. Louis.

This year he has his golden jubilee. 
Iie was ordained half a century ago, 
and was born in Germany 75 years 
ago. For nearly thirty-five years he 
has been pastor of the little flock at 
O’Fallon, where he could delve into 
the great pharmacy of nature in the 
neighboring fields, and abetract there- 


‘from her bounteous medicines, but 


he believes in medicine only as a last 
resort. He has ways of healing that 
would astonish the ordinary physician 
—treatments as much his own as is 
his habit of treating the sick in the 
Union Station Midway and waiting 
ruoms. 


Abandoned His Office. 
Years ago he maintained an office 


‘in South St. Louie, but abandoned 


that to meet his patients at the Union 
Station. The new program enlarged 
his usefulness. He could treat several 
sufferers in the time necessary to ride 
on a street car to and from the South 
Side office. 

Very recently the Queen's Daugh- 
ters of St. Charlies’ Church have pro- 
vided a room for him at the church 
only a short distance from the sta- 
tion, and a number of his patients 
meet him there. But many still re- 
sort to the Union Station and wait 
te greet him as he walks through the 
gate after leaving the train. Some- 
times these number a dozen, some- 
times 20, sometimes 30 or 40. 

“| have many, many cases of St. 
Vitus dance,” says the venerable 
priest-physician. “That ia because the 
schools of St. Louis are so poor—so 
badly ventilated and lighted. A 
child’s nervous system gets al! out 
o? order in such surroundings and he 
has St. Vitus dance.

The present deal in May cornu 
which he has just closed out has en- 
riched him to the extent of berween 
$3,000,000 and $5,000,000. But it is 
not-a blind gamble with him. In 
every spot in foreign countries where 
crops are grown, as well as all over 
the United States, he has agents and 
correspondents and every day he 
knows the growing conditions. A 
year ago he figured out that fhe corn 
crop was not going to be adequate. 

At that time May corn was quoted 
at 46 and he began buying right and 
left as fast as his brokers could gath- 
er it in. All during the year he leid 
up corn—and watched. 

The “bears” were selling freely, 
figuring on a big crop and low prices, 
a. which they could buy in and cover 
at the expense of the optimists who 
were banking on an advance. He was 
o the watch particularly for one 
“bear” to walk into his trap—J. Og- 
den Armour, present head of that 
house of far-reaching magoni‘ude. 
‘There was a8 much sentiment as the 
desire for the thrill of the gamé, with 
millions as the reward, in this last 
big deal. Patten had a score to pay, 
Armour, and it took him a year to 
do it, but he succeeded. He has a 
long memory as well as a merry 
laugh. 


When He Was Caught. 


Last spring, Patten was caught 
under a corner that turned ‘upside 
down and nearly squeezed to déath, 
fnancially, by Armour. ‘“*Honest 
Jim” was ‘“‘touted’”’ wrong. From in- 
foimation gathered from his corre- 
svondents over the globe, he was 
led to believe the wheat crop was go- 
ing to be short. The outlook in the 
United States was only fair, in Europe 
it was little better, and it finally set- 
tled down fo what the ou.put would 
be in South America. 

Patten kept the cables hot for sev- 

eral weeks, and the reports from 
there were to the effect that condi- 
tions weré very poor. He began a 
far-reaching campaign and loaded up 
with millions and millions of bushels 
of the cereal. Prices soared and it 
seemed that Patten had the market a: 
his merey. ; 
' But Ogden Armour, with the can- 
niness that had made his father, old 
Philip D. Armour, so much feared in 
the pit, was convinced that it was 
going to be a big vear for wheat. 
Secretly he dispatched an expert from 
Chicago to Argentina to investigate 
conditions. The expert found on his 
arrival one single shipment of 5,208,- 
000 bushels being sent to Europe, the 
largest of many seasons. This fact 
was cabled back to Armour. He need- 
ed no further advices aud, rushing 
into the field, dumped wheat onto 
Patten until the latter was almost 
swamped. 

The market broke five points in one 
day, and every point meant a loss to 
Patten of $600,000. His corner 
smashed, his utmost energies were 
directed to saving what he could out 
of the wreck, but Armour hung onto 
his flanks until he was forced to close 
out at almost any figure. That deal 
cost him nearly $5,000,000, and the 
memory of it kept his “weather eye” 
open for a return engagement with 
his adversary. It came after a year. 

Armour went “wrong” on May 
corn, one of the few times he has 
made such a mistake, and Patten 

to note the fact. The 
He 

corn a-plenty and low 
Pattem bought all he had to 


get rid of and cried for more. Armour 
went “short” for millions. What hope 
he had was wiped out by the weather. 
The wet spring first put a damper 
on the “bears.”” Then the almost 
constant rains during the month of 
May sent prices soaring. Patten sat 
back with his eternal ‘smile and told 
funny stories, while Armour and his 
cohorts scoured the country trying to 
find corn to deliver. But Patten had 
it all. The crop was backward and 
the rains were all but killing it. The 
shorts prayed for sunshine to help the 
reaping and as the middle of May 
broke, Armour made desperate ef- 
forts to get the product to market. 


Old Armour Was Short. 


He emulated the example of his fa- 
ther, who had smashed Joe Leiter's 
wheat corner in the most spectacula. 
finish ever seen on the Board of 
Trade. Old Armour bad sold«ghort 
and had to deliver wheat to young 
Leiter or be forced to settle at th, 
young plunger’s own terms. The 
harbor at Chicago was frozen tight, 
hu vessels were running, and, besides. 
there was nowhere to store grain if 
he had it, all the elevators being full. 

But that did not discourage the de- 
termined old packer. He hired all the 
lake tugs available and put them to 
work at exorbitant prices to force a 
passageway in the blocked harbor. 
With large bonuses he persuaded cap- 
tains of the great freight steamers !o 
carry in wheat from the lake poris. 
From all the North and i.orthwest he 
started special] trains to Chicago lad- 
en with grain. Meanwhile ne adver- 
tised for every able-bodied nran in the 
city, offering jobs at double wages, 
and erected huge -elevators almost 
over night. The result was that a 
flood of wheat came pouring into Chi- 
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He sent out into the farm lands of 
the Northwest and hired extra teams 
and men for the farmers, to hasten 
the shipping of the grain and its 
transpor‘ation. But during those ex- 
citing lasi days of May, while he had 
empty cars waiting on every siding 
over hundreds of miles for the golden 
freight, the rains came down to spoil 
‘he harvesting and mire the roads to 
the railways. | 


The Bears’ ‘‘Judgment Day.’ 

Feverishly as his field generals 
worked, he could not get the corn to 
market. With the close of May— 
“Judgment day” for many an unfor- 
tunate “bear’—Armour’s purchases 
were pouring into tue Chicago ele- 
veiors from every train that arrived, 
while lake freighters were steaming 
into port laden to the portholes. 

Put too late! 

Settling time was at hand and after 
the thrilling climax on the Board 
when corn, which had started a year 
hefore at 46 cents, was bid up to 81 
by the desperate shorts. Patten 
brought Armour and his supporters 
to time at his own terms. His profits 
are estimated to be far more than 
$7,000,000. 

While Armour was the heaviest 
loser, probably to the extent of $2,000,- 
000, J. Brand. Walker, the quandom 
“Napoleon of Wall Street,” was also 
caught in the squeeze, it is estimated, 
to close on a million. Walker won 
$5,000,000 in New York during the 
stock panic and returned to his home

HERE is no indication in any of 
the four Gospels that Jesus left 
Palestine between the time of 

His visit to the Temple, at the age 

of 12, and His baptism, at the age of 

In Luke 2, verses 61 and 52, pre- 

cisely the opposite is indicated. The 

statement is also made in the six- 
teenth verse of the fourth chapter of 

Luke that He had been brought up at 

Nazareth and had been in the habit 

of attending the synagogue there. 
In Luae 4, 22, it is expressly stated 

that the people asked, “Is not this The teachings of Jesus are a bag of 
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Joseph’s son.” In the next verses 
He makes the distinct claim that 
Nazareth was His own town and had 
been all along. In John 7, 27, the 
people distinctly affirm of Jesus, 
“How be it, we know this man, 
whence he is.” To this statement, in 
the next verse, Jesus himself as- 
sents. 

In Mark 6, 1 to 6, and the parallel 
passage in Matthew 13, 54 to 58, we 
have an account of a visit to Naza- 
reth, His home town. In this narra- 
tive the people seem to be entirely 
familiar with Him, and ask: “Is not 
this the carpenter, the Son of Mary 
and brother of James and  Joses, 
Judas and Simon, are not his sisters 
here with us?” This Question can 
only mean that Jesus had been one 
of a family in which he had four 
brothers and at least two sisters, and 
that the seven children lived together 
in Nazareth while Jesus worked at 
his trade—that of a carpenter. This 
interpretation of the question is com- 
pletely justified by the statement of 
Jesus in the very next verse, in which 
He says: “A prophet is not without 
honor, save in his own country and 
among his own kin and in his own 
house.” 

There is absolutely no trace in the 
teachings of Jesus of the Oriental re- 
ligions so far as is concerned their 
notion of God, sin, righteousness or 
social ethics. The Golden Rule 
(Matthew, 7, 12) as uttered by Jesus 
reads as follows: “All things there- 
fore whatsoever ye would that men 
should do unto you, even so do ye 
anto them; for this is the law and 
the prophets.” This very positive 
and energetic ideal of social serv- 
ice is vastly different from ‘he nera- 
tive principle of abstinence from Con- 
fucius, which merely tells a man not 
to do to another what he does net 
want that other to do to him. 

Jesus teaches initiative in action. 
No man fulfills the Golden Rule sim- 
ply by refraining from harming an- 
other. This mistaken parallel be- 
tween Jesus and Confucius is the 
nearest point of ethical contact be- 
tween Christianity and Asiatic sys- 
tems of social ethics, for Confucian- 
ism is not a religion. 
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pure, carefully sifted wheat. The 
ethical and religious teachings of Asi- 
atic religions comparable to _ these 
teachings are scattered through 
siacks of rubbish, like single grains of 
wheat in oceans of chaff. This is 
the test made by all students of com- 
perative religions. : 

It is hard to see how, in the face 
of these facts, there is any ground for 
the statement that Jesus spent any 
time at all anywhere else than in His 
own land. The background of His 
religious teaching is not the incom- 
plete and faulty ethnic religions of 
4-ia| but the Phariseeism of His 
own day and country. There is no 
intimation whatever that Jesus re- 
produced anything from any of the 
ethnic religions which was not also 
the common property of Judaism and 
these religions. 

Thibet today is a sealed land. How 
long it has been so sealed we do not 
know. We are densely ignorant about 
it. The few reports that have come 
to. us are not full enough to serve as 
bases for positive statements. If 
Thibet ever were open, no record of 
its religion has come to us with suf- 
ficient minuteness as to enable us to 
compare it with Christianity or to 
be dogmatic about it. 

Perhaps the statements of the Cal- 
ifornia man, if accurately reported, 
were designed to buttress some im- 
ported religious fad.

that the theory that Jesus visited 
the Far East, including Thibet, is 
not tmprobable.. He may have trav- 
eled before He began His mission. 

While the Christian religion con- 
tains some things that transcend the 
highest and best in any and all other 
religions, still, it has much in com- 
mon with other faiths, including those 
of Eastern Asia. Bu: that does not 
indicate, necessarily, that its truths, 
identical with truths taught in an- 
other portion of the world, were bor- 
rowed from that other teaching. 

Truth is fundamental. I may dis- 
covér a fundamental truth simulta- 
neously with its discovery at the anti- 
podes. Yet neither of us who hit 
upon that truth is copying the other. 
So whatever of truth is found in Ori- 
ental religions is found also in Chris- 
tianity, for Christianity embraces and 
includes all religious truth. 

Nor do I think it would have been 
necessary for Jesus, in order to in-

T. LOUIS banking methods have 
been humorously criticised re- 
cently by a _ visiting banker 

from New York, who found many 
things in the financial institutions 
in this city quite different from what 
he was accustomed to in New York. 

“Why,” said he, “I was astonished 
at the appearance of your St. Louis 
bankers. They didn’t look like my 
Eastern idea of a banker. In New 
York the popular idea of a banker is 
a very dignified individual, with side 
whiskers and a silk hat. 
a silk hat, nor, as far as I remember, 
any financial side whiskers, in any 
St. Louls banking house I vigited. 

“Your bankers are of the breezy 
Western type, just like. your mer- 
chants. They wear ordinary business 
suits and some of the presidents of 
big banks I called on received me in 
their shirtsleeves, with cigars stick- 
ing out of the corners of their mouth 
like the pictures of Uncle Joe Can- 
non. 

“That would amaze a New Yorker. 
Our bankers are very dignified per- 
sonages. They transact business rap- 
idly, but with great dignity. They 
don’t sit in their private offices with 
the negligee sleeves rolled up, nor do 
they chew the stump of a cigar when 
they entertain a brother bank presi- 
dent from out of town.

farm the day before the fire? 

That day was crowded with 
significant events. 

Analysis of the history of that brief 
period reveals the remarkable char- 
acter of Mrs. Gunness in a startling 
light. In a few intense hours her 
genius for evil strategy rose to its 
highest heights. : 

The events of that day stamp the 
woman a supreme master of crime 
and criminal cunning like unto Na- 
poleon as a master of war ané¢ politi- 
cal intrigue. 

In my study of the Gunness case 
there is nothing that stands out more 
strikingly than the hours from sunset 
te sunrise on April 27. That dav 
the received the ominous news she 
had expected and dreadei—that some- 
onc suspected her and that an investi- 
gation was. being planne‘.

hi. L. Annis, was appointed. The 
commission reported Lamphere men- 
tally normal. Three days later she 
charged him once more with trespass, 
and again he was fined $1 and costs, 
which was paid by his employer, John 
Wheatbrook, a farmer. 

On April 22 Mrs. Gunness appealed 
to the courts a fourth time. She 
charged Lamphere with trespass on 
her place at night and (a significant 
fact, in the light of another situation 
developing simultaneously) she asked 
that he be placed under a bond to 
keep the peace. She swore she was 
afraid of him — Mrs. Gunness 
“afraid”! But Wheatbrook estab- 
lished an alibi for Lamphere and the 
prisoner was released. 


Annoyed ‘‘The Rich Widow.’’ 


Meanwhile the murderess had been 
in correspondence with Ask Helge- 
lein, brother of the man she had 
robbed and killed so recently. Un- 
fortunately for her, Ask relgelein 
knew the name and address of ‘the 
rich widow” his brother had gone “to 
marry.” 

He wanted to know what had be- 
come of Andrew. That was annoying, 
embarrassing. Mrs. “unness, in a 
series of letters, said Andrew had 
gone to Chicago, from which city «e 
had written her, telling her not to try 
to write to him, as he was about to 
start for Norway. 

She said her hired man, Lamphere, 
had found this letter and burned it.

The picture shows a young man, 
pale, startled, shocked beyond words 
at the n.essage just conveyed to him 
by the calm, strong, 
physician, who sits facing the patient 
t1d watching with his kindly eye 
the effect -of the ‘‘death sentence.” 
Lj«tht streaming through stained glass 
“itdows illuminates both faces, 
which form a fascinating study in 
1i.e great drama of life: 

Mr. Collier has told friends that, 


in the imaginary situation which the 


picture is intended to represent, the 
deetor had just told the patient he 
had but three months to live. Asked 
what disease the patient is suffering 
from, Mr. Collier replied he preferred 
not to sav. However, the stethescope 
lying before the physician may fur- 
nish a clew. Probably it is heart 
disease that is to claim a victim ir 
thee short months. 

Tne life of the doctor as a theme 
new. Rembrandt 
painted a wonderful group of somber 
men gathered about a nude body on 
a dissecting table. One of the men 
is «bout to begin the work of dis- 
tection, The picture is called ‘The 
Lesson in Anatomy.”

And so powerfully has Mr. Collier 
transferred his imagination to the 
eanvas that phvsicians everywhere 
have been roused to interest in the 
panting. It has set going a very in- 
teresting discussion as to the mental 
gate of the physician who must tell 
& man that he can live only a Hmited 
time and the mental state of the man 
who hears such a dolorous message. 

Such a situation is so poignant that 
even the layman can appreciate some- 
thing of the doctor’s feelings when 
duty gives him such a task to per- 
form. Probably there is nothing 
harder in all the practice of medi- 
cine-than to give the news to a man, 
up and about, attending to his daily 
business, full of hope, cheerful under 
varied responsibilities, that within 
three months, six months, or a year, 
his race will be run, his light will 
flicker and go out, the veil of death 
will fall upon his life. 

And surely such a situation must 
be enough to shake even the strong- 
est and noblest and most ‘courageous 
man. There is no chill of death in 
his blood now.

From another part of the horm> 
came soft, low music from a piano 
and the sweet notes of a woman’s 
voice. Out in the warm, green gar- 
den were his six boys and girls at 
play. We could hear their voices 
through .the open windows. 

And then, after two or three days, 
he did one of the bravest and most 
pathetically dramatic things I ever 
witnessed. 

He called his wife, told her that he 
was doomed to die and knew almost 
the very hour, and asked that she 
accept the sentence of death quietly 
and bravely. She did. Then, one 
by one, he called his children, told 
them that they would be left father- 
less, but would have their mother 
still with them, told his ambitions 
for them, all that he had meant to do 
for them and just how he could yet 
provide for them before his death. 
He asked them to do their best to 
grow up noble men and noble women, 
kissed each of them good-by and sent 
them away, never again to look upon 
their sweet faces. 


After that he took up his business 
affairs and made all preparations to 
leave this earth. The next four weeks 
he faced death, fighting out his physi- 
cat pains and his mental agonies 
without a complaint, with only his 
wife at his side. I did all I could to 
relieve him. But how greatly he suf- 
fered, I myself could not tell, he 
bere his fate so manfully. He was 
the bravest man I ever saw. I thought 
he was heroic. 


The sentence of death carries a 
shock with it. It cannot often do 
the patient or his family or their 
affairs any good to pronounce it di- 
rectly upan the patient: it may even 
do much barm. It may bring death 


suddenly, or may cut off a few more 
duys from a patient’s already limited 
stay in this world. 

A physician of comprehension, of 
sympathetic imagination, suffers 
much when it becomes necessary to 
pronounce the sentence of death upon 
a patient. But it is often harder, if 
anything, to tell relatives than the 
patient, for the latter may often find 
great relief in knowledge that his 
sufferings are soon to end in the 
tranquil sleep of death.

OW does a physician feel when 
H it becomes his duty to advise 
a patient that his condition is 
hopeless, that he must die? A com- 
plete answer would take a very wide 
range, might fill a voluma.. If phy- 
sicians were of one age, one sex, bred 
alike, educated alike, surrounded 
throughout their lives with equal en- 
vironments, in the same condition 
physically, financially and socially 
and had like intellectuality, and the 
same were true of the patient, the 
answer would be simple and medical 
men would be in accord. 

In mature there are no two things 
alike, no two grains of sand on the 
seashore are the same. Among the 
doctors are found the varying shades 
of temperament and understanding. 
No two think, act or conclude alike. 
No two are influenced alike even by 
the same circumstances, religious con- 
victions cr relationships. These 
things apply with equal force to the 
patient. 

There are physicians so ignorant of 
the true offices of their calling, in- 
competent to diagnose, prognose or 
treat the sick, so wrapped in their 
own conceit, that they arc concerned 
only so far as the death of the patient 
will reflect upor their own reputa- 
tions in a community. Such men are 
unmoved when the death sentence is 
pronounced. There are physicians 
whose purpose is so tinctured with 
the mercenary that all of the finer 
instincts are subjugated. The death 
sentence causes them but little feel- 
ing. 

Some wealthy physicians whose 
tives have been so far removed from 
the quarters of life’s real suffering 
that their hea:ts «nd rympsthies have 
never mellowed through contact with 
the usual scenes of the physician's 
life. These men see and know bunt 
little of the life, sickness and death 
of that vast Dut trusting mass of hu- 
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manitv—the~pocr. The death sen- 
tence with them excites but a modi- 
fied feeling. 

Sut the rank and file of the’ pro- 
fession is made up of men whose 
every aim is centere@ in their work, 
whose time and talents are devoted 
to humanity. Such met are ever actu- 
ated by the highest impulses. Upon 
their character the baser and levyel- 
ing influences have never foun4 lodg- 
ment. Without promise of reward. 
such men respond to the midnight 
call of the destitute and helpless. 
They find their greatest pleasure in 
tue good they do. Their sympathies 
are for the conniding patient. They 
are the doctors of deep feeling.

the painful pronouncing of the death 
sentence is performed with sadness. 
As this proclamation brings sorrow 
to the patient, in the midst of life’s 
activities or upon his bed, and to 
those about him, and as the scene 
deepens and darkeng as thie flicker of 
life burns lower, so is the true phy- 
sician affected. 

The true physician, called upon to 
pronounce the death sentence, must 
te courageous, and the feeling with 
which the patient receives the sen- 
tence is reflected back and bears 
heavily upon the heart of the doctor. 
What the patient feels the doctor 
feels.

REAT care should be taken not 
() to make the fact of impending 
death, even in very unfavora- 
ble cases, unnecessarity gloomy. For 
if you tell the patient flatly that he is 
going to die within a certain period, 
you put your patient in constant 

jeopardy. 

The prognosis should be clearly and 
properly expressed in undoubtful 
cases to the nearest relative or friend. 
It is best not to jeopardize the patient 
himself, unless it becomes »bsolutely 
necessary for financial or business 
reasons or where a family is fepend- 
ent on him. Then the patient should 
be told the truth, but even then only 
enough to leave the responsibility 
with him and not enough to do him 
harm. 

In doubtful cases, still greater care 
must be exercised. It is better to pre- 
pare the relatives by telling the facts 
in the case, but as far as the patient 
himself is concerned it is much bet- 
te: to cheer him up than to bluntly 
tel! him he is in a dying condition. 

In special cases, however, it may be 
advisable, and it may eveh become 
the duty of the medical attendant as 
soon as he sees the case must end 
fatally, to acquaint the patient with 
the fact of coming death. It is not 
necessary, however, to convey the im- 
pression that death is impending. § It 
is enough to say that death may en- 
sue. 

Then, again, the medical attendant 
is frequently called on by relatives 
and patient for the express purpose of 
In such a case, 
in my opinion, the physician should 
tell the probable ultimate outcome. 
for if a patient dies without warning 
it: is always counted up not against 
the individual medical attendant, but 
against the whole profession.

VERY man and every woman has an af- 
F finity. ..In an ideal world each pair of af-

Then there would be no unhappy marriages and 
no divorces. 
' Robert C. Auld, F. Z. S., of London, after many 
ycars of research and after much deep thought, 
has written a book called “The Soul of Society,’ 
in which he attempts to define the true, the last- 
ing attraction of the sexes for each other, and 
so to systematize an understanding “soul-love”’ 
that there may be no mismating, no\tangling of 
the webs of affinity. The true inspiration of 
this work, Mr. Auld says, has been his wife. 

Science long ago established the fact. that 
every man has in him a certain percentage of 
femininity, and that every woman has in her a 
certain percentage of masculinity. Mr. Auld has 
merely taken this theory as a platform upon 


which to construct a novel explanation of the. 


affinity problem. Divorce, he asserts, is due to 
en ill-proportioned ratio of masculinity and fem- 
ininity in two people who have married in haste, 
or blindly. 
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and feature, as in mental and moral makeup. 

“Man and woman tend to be different, but. only 
in the outer habiliments, and as a result of dif- 
ference of ordained purpose. 

“According to the old Aryan or Hindu belief, 
Brahma, the supreme deity, created our first par- 
ents in one and the same body~the right half 
represented the father of humanity, the left 
half the mother. This idea is at the basis of all 
beliefs, that even deity is a truly father-mother 
principle. 

“This is what science has to admit and can- 
not get away from—that primitive germ cell 
which contains the potentiality of both the male 
and the female soul is essentially bisexual; and, 
if it were possible, as it has been in very ab- 
normal cases, to develop such duality, the indi- 
vidual would exhibit such characters combineu. 
But in our early development Nature found this 
uneconomical, and she effected a*separation, a di- 
vision of labor, by means of which we have come 
to be either male or female, man or woman. 

“In every male there are traces of the original 
female, in every female traces of the original 


and it has been effective. 

“Without it life would be barren existence— 
there would be no ground for,soul mating. This 
fact—the existence of one sex in the other—is 
the commonest fact of biology. So common has it 
been apparently, that it has been overlooked and 
not fully appreciated until recently. But now we 
hear much of what the female mind in man and 
the male mind in woman has done for us. 

“Had it not been for the female mind in man, 
for instance, we would never have been able to en- 
joy true poetry or yield to the highest esthetic 
transports. But for the feminine soul in Goethe, 
Shakspeare, Shelly and Byron we would not have 
the works they have given us. 

“If it had not been for the male soul in woman 
we would have d no George Eliot, George Sand 
or Rosa Bonheur. These women have been de- 
scribed as lacking in womanly grace, masculine 
in appearance, and not possessing a single fem- 
inine trait. It was the man in George Sand’s 
brain and the woman in Byron’s that made them 
the wonders they were, and that impulsed them 
in their conduct.

“Physically, the man in the woman may be dis- 
covered in the narrow-hipped, flat-breasted, 
hairy-lipped or chinned individual, in the angu- 
lar, the muscular; in the short-haired or in the 
deep-voiced. The most womanly women have a 
growth of colorless hair on the position where the 
heard of man appears. Women that are most 
like men seek their likes among women rather 
than among Men. 

“On the other hand, there are beardless men 
and gossiping men; There are wide-hipped men, 
narrow-waisted men and men who have an -over- 
growth of hair on the head.

Louis and Kansas City these days by 
a new device, a mechanical contriv- 
Alice that transmits messages at the 
astonishing speed of 5(0 words every 
minute. The messages which travel 
ut such tremendous speed go over no 
wire, yet they are not wireless in the 
ordinary sense of the word. They go 
over a “phantom circuit” along tele- 
phone lines. 

Telephone wires for long-distance 
um are worked “in pair.” and be- 
tween each pair of wires induction 
creates a current strong enough to 
permit its use for telegraphy. Over 
that suspended, mid-air current be- 
tween the two lines of metal, the 
600-words-a-minute telegrams wing 
their way. 

The remarkable epparatus. by which 
thie high-speed mechanical telegra- 
phy is accomplished is the invention 
of a Kansas City man. It is now 
controlled by a company financed in 
Kansas City and New York. The 
nw@nagement asserts that. within the 
next few months it will have lines in 
working order between many of the 
large cities in the country, including

big telegraph companies in conjunc-

Two Classes of Messages 


Practical telegraphers urge a num- 
cer of objections to the new device 
uid hoot the idea that it is to super- 
cede manual telegraphy. But the fact 
remains that the invention is 
sending numerous mersages between 
St. Louis and Kansas City daily and 
nas more than cut the rate in half. 

It was stated at the St. Louis office 
of the new telegraph company that, 
since ite inauguration, slightly less 
than @ year ago, it had gotten all the 
telegraph business of the St. Louis

The Western Unton and the Postal 
charge 25 cents fcr 10 words and rates 
in proportion for telegrams of greater 
leiigth. Thus, it will be seen, the cost 
of che new process telegrains is 40 per 
cent of the old charges and the cost 
of the lettergrams is but 20 per cent. 

The new invention consists of two 
very simple looking instruments. Into 
one a piece of paper is slipped and 
the instrument set going It trans- 
mits the telegram written on the pa- 
per. To the other instrument a roll 
of paper is attached and as that paper 
unrolis there are printed upon it the 
messages received. 

“Copy” for transmission has to be 
prepered on a typewriter with a spe- 
cial attachment. The stenographer 
usec the machine just as she would an 
odinary typewriter, but in addition 
to printing each letter she strikes, 
the machine also makes emboss- 
ments, very small, of dots and dashes, 
or the reverse side of the paper. The 
paper so embossed is slipped into the 
sender like a.music sheet into a me- 
chanical pisno, and a little needle, 
delicately touching the tiny bosses, 
sends the message over the phantom 
cireuit. 


How the Device Works 


As are all rapid, mechanical tele- 
graph devices, the new one operating 
in St. Louis is controlled by a small 
motor, which generates a positive 
current on one side, a negative on 
the other. An alternating current 
is not used, but the vibrations are ob- 
tained by a “change of polarity” 
from positive to negative. 

The receiver is constructed to print 
ore short, st ht line as the result 
of a positive pulsation and one short, 
straight line in another direction as 
the result of the negative impulse. 
The alphabet, a sort of code, is made 
up of these two positive and nega- 
tive symbols... Thus the uninitiated 
person would be unable to read a 
message as it is printed in the re- 
ceiver. 

Therefore it is necessary to have a 
stenographer, or rather a typist, who 
understands the peculiar alphabet, to 
trunseribe each message after its re- 
ception.. Thus the typewriter is called 
into play twice, in preparing a mes- 
Suge for transmission and in tran- 
scribing it after it is received. 

The first thought of the observer

They declare that if they had the 
wire connections the one small set of 
instruments, standing on an ordinary 
office table, would be able to send 
and receive every message that now 
cones into and goes out of St. Louis. 
That claim almo&St staggers the 
hearer, but it is not considered un- 
reasonable when it is remembered 
trat 500 words a minute, or 10,000 in 
20 minutes, may be sent quivering 
to their destination by that wonder- 
ful apparatus. 

As it is now used, only a little 
mere than two hundred words a min- 
ute are sent, but that is because 
the business handled does not yet 
require the tremendous speed which 
the machine is capable of attaining. 
Even at that rate, some 12,000 words 
an hour can be sent. In 24 hours the 
stupendous totals of 288,000 words 
could be sent and the same number 
received by this simple little set of 
instruments, at the.low speed now in 
use. 
If it were operated at the rate of 
500 words a minute, or two and one- 
half times as fast as the ordinary use 
of the machines, the number of words 
sent out in 24 hours would be 720,000, 
and as many more received, for the 
machine is duplex. 

Nor would it require an operator of 
experience to “feed” the sender. An 
office boy can and actually does place 
the embossed paper messages into the 
machine, which need never be 
stcpped. Of course, it would requite 
an army of stenographers to preparé 
and transcribe the copy for 720,000 
words in 24 hours. but two youngsters

Low Charge for Service 

The charges for messages also tm- 
press him—one cent a word for tele- 
grams, a half a cent a word for let- 
tergrams.

In the latter 
aystem it is prepared like a type- 
written page,\ on which the letters 
are printed as well as the embosses 
made. But in the Barclay system 
perforated tape is used. The tape is 
run through a typewriter with an 
ordinary keyboard, but no letters are 
printed. The tape merely is per- 
forated in dots and dashes. 

The perforated tape is then run 
through a sender by a boy and comes 
out, at the point of destination, fn a 
typewriter, which is one of the most 
remarkab!e features of this system. 
An ordinary typewriter, with numer- 
Os small attachments, among them 
a busy little motor set in the back of 
the machine, is used. 

A girl sits before each receiving 
machine with a stack of telegraph 
blanks in front of her. As each mes- 
sage is finished the receiving operator 
slips in another blank. Al) the rest 
of ner work consists {n watening the 
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machine to see that it Keeps running 
right and prints its messages proper- 
ly. The messages 2re printed in cap- 
ital letters. 

A remarkable feature of the printed 
messages is the accuracy with which 
they are spaced and arranged in the 
convention form with regard to the 
position of the address, the para- 
gra; hing, etc. This is dore by means 
of perforations In the sending tape. 
Every time the typewriter carriage is 
shifted or the space key struck cer- 
tain perforations are made in the

The site of Kennett Castle was important be-

John Smith—T was 
grandfather of Ferdinand Kennett, who, in 
e Of time, inherited the 3600 acres and de- 


citizen of Missouri in the “fifties.” He was prom- 
inent in politics, in business, and in the social 
and cultivated life of the then bordev community. 

The original plan was for a hunting lodge, 
but when George D. Barnett, the architect, saw 
the great natural beauty of tne site he urged 
the construction of a castle, and. Mr. Kennett 
liked the idea. So work was begun in 1852. 

Mr. Kennett owned numerous slaves and the 
surrounding country was rich in building stone. 
The crest of the bluff on which it was desired 
to build the castle was leveled and considerable 
stone was acquired in that manner. The re- 
mainder was dug up from various parts of the 
great estate. Skilled builders were employed and 
the slaves were put under their direction, the 
whole being under the supervision of Architect 
Barnett. 

Yor four years the building operations were in 
progress and little by little the monumental 
structure assumed form and shape on the high 
hill, In 1856 the castle was completed and be- 
came the home of the Kennetts.. From the very 
beginning Kennett Castle was the scene of many 
brilliant social entertainments. The lord of the 
castle was the personal friend -of most of ‘the 
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Mr. Kennett did not live many years to enjoy 
his castle and its rich domain. A short time be- 
fore the opening of the Civil War he passed 
awa) ahd left his castle and estate to his widow. 
Mrs. Kennett and the children continued to 
make the vast building their home, though soon 
the terrors of war made the place anything but 

pleasant residence. 

The eldest son was a soldier in the Confederate 
Army, which fact was well known to the neigh- 
bors and, as the castle was in Federal territory, 
the Union sympathizers were numerous. The 
location of the castle also drew upon it the fire 
of many a Confederate guerrilla. It was danger- 
ous in those days for one of the family even to 
appear at a window, as such exposure was rather 
litely to draw the fire of a lurking sharpshooter 
either of Union or Confederate leanings. 

The situation grew so desperate that the fam- 
ily at last was compelled to leave the great build- 
ing and fly to St. Louis, where they lived until 
the war was over and it was safe to return to the 
lonely castle. 

At one time the castle was taken possession 
of by a body of Federal troops, but the Provost 
Marshal at St. Louis was a friend of the Ken- 
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nett family and through his influence the com- 
mon soldiers were gotten cut of the castle, though 
it was retained for some days by the officers. 

Kennett Castle remained for 42 years the prop* 
erty of the family for which it fs named. On the 
death of Mrs. Kennett it was inherited by Mrs. 
T. G. Brent, a daughter, now living in St. Louis. 
She made her home there for a number of 
years, as did Mrs. Graham Frost, widow of fornter 
Congressman Frost and a sister of Mrs. Brent. 

Finally Mrs. Brent sold the castle to Rob- 
ert S. Brookings, who kept it for a number of 
years and made his home there for a part of the 
time. Mr. Brookings sold the property to W. T. 
Cavanaugh, the present owner. The Cavanaughs 
have entertained extensively at the castle, mak- 
ing it the scene of many merry house parties 
and week-end country trips. 

Within, the huge apartments are in keeping 
with the external architecture, but lack the 
cheerful homeliness the residence builder seeks 
today.
